The 
smoker was a huge success in spile 
of the counter nttnmtlon of tho Arts 
Underirrads upstairs. 

Owing to the tinn voiila.lile absence 
of Dean Thornton of the Faculty of 
Dentistry, who was to have been the 
main speaker of iho evening Colonel 
Itcnoiif ivns culled upon to lake, the 
floor and he amply filled the bill. 
Colonel Iteneiif has been awayi from 
Newfoundland for forty -twb yearn 
hill sllll cinmts himself an Islander, 
and lakes a crent Interest In all the 
ifffilrs of his former home. 

The principal part of his address 
uas devoted to the reading of an ex- 
haustive account of what is known as 
the "Hn ni bcr Project," the details of 
which niiiHt have required a great 
deal of time nnd trouble to compile. 
The II umber project is a proposer) 
contract': between the British govern- 
ment, the Novvfoundland government, 
and the Armstronc-Wontworth Com- 
pany.- with the object of developing 
lite pulp and paper industry in the 
region of .function - Hronk-aiid Brand 
Fake. The scheme involves the erec- 
tion of a larco pulp and paper mill 
lo be operated by electricity obtained 
from near-by sources. This project, 
besides developing the nnturaJ re- 
sources of the country would give em- 
ployment to a Inr.ge number of men 
and would consequently tend to check 
the appalling: migration of people to 
the ma inland which has been Inking 
place for Ihe past few decades. The 
money for llic schonie is to be raised 
by ihe sale - of bonds guaranteed by 
the Uriiisli government, and preferred 
work of the Arrnsirong- Went worth 
Company. Judiiin^ from the state- 
ments made by Colonel "Hcnouf the in- 
terests of Newfoundland in every pos- 
sible way, rind extraordinary develop- 
ment in some of the Newfoundland 
towns should result. According le 
him it is a mystery why there should 
he any criticism of the project as the 
plans lire flawless. 

Dr. Hatcher then tendered his rési- 
gnai ion as honorary président of the 
Club. In n few well-chosen words 
he expressed his appreciation of the 
position which he has held for so long, 
but slaleil Mint owing to pressure ef 
other duties hl.i decision had lo he ac- 
cepted as final. Resides, he said, the 
f Igiirelieud on the ship had to he 
changed once In a white. In closing 
his brief speech he made a strong ap- 
peal to Um men, .especially those, in 
Applied Science, to go back to New- 
foundland not lo din dreams, but to 
mite an intelligent part In the affairs 
of Ihe country.

Great Future for Teachers of 
Physical Education 



The M.H.P.I8. Pmleritrailiinle fto-,

for lhe afternoon was Mr. Hose. Who 
gave nn interesting address on Ph.vsl : 
cnl condlllons In ICurope and AmntiCii. 
Ills opniilng loplc w'ns "Play for Work 
and Work for I'lliy," in which 'he ein- 
pll.lalzed Iho importance of playing find 
working In Iho right spflrlt. 

Mr. Ilosn spoko very forcibly on the 
Prussian system of education, hy 
which everything Is done so systemati- 
cally that It kills all individuality anil 
instinct. In Junior Schools there are 
no playgrounds and apparatus for 
piny — wllh the. resull. that fear and 
ropronslon are created, lie compared 
thn childhood of Kit stern Kuropo In 
which all Individuality Is crushed and 
tile childhood of America where the 
natural InHlncts and love for play are 
encouraged and developed, lie. then 
llien went on lo speak of College life. 
In Kastern Kuropo and lhe. .appalling 
lack of «âmes and learn work of any 
description. Thus, loneliness among 
students was very prevalent, as there 
was Utile comradeship and no safe 
outlets for their «unotions. Their Idea 
tif sport, was fencing, to uphold th»ir 
honour. He concluded hy telling how 
the Y.M.C. A. wnnt to En-stern Europe 
lfter the war and Tnracticnlly turned 
everything- upside down. He men- 
tioned a few of the terrihle physical 
conditions that, existed and of the work 
that is being carried on hy the W.M. 
C.A., V.W.C.A., and the Pathfinders. 
There is a great future for teachers 
of Physical Education" Mr. Rose said, 
and he expressed a great interest In 
Schools for Physical Education. 

The meeting was 'well attended, not 
only hy the M.S.P.E.. but by the 
R.V.C. students also. Mr. Rose's ad- 
dress was, on the whole, clear cut, 
and in spite of very short notice, he 
seemed to have a very definite plan 
of attack and drove his points home 
very forcibly.

(Continued from Pago 1) 
which these amusements ,uv I. tight 
Vnd they are those culling for (he Uv.iM 
effort on the part of the audi'.- -co. 'i!.e 
exaggeration deadens all pe.-: • 
ill appreciations, niuli robs llie palron 
of the cinema of whatever natural 
taste he has. 

Then Prof. Matthews mentioned the 
likeness, according to sonio people's 
ideas of a University to a departmen- 
tal store. All these ideas ami influ- 
ences are tin- Philistines of modern 
times and these must be awarded. "In 
contrast It us take as our Ideal Tor 1 1 So 
University, a universal jointly com- 
posed of the social and intellectual 
pursuits. And let us make the life, of 
the student a life different from that 
of the ordinary citizen. 

To do this there must be a Universi- 
ty atmosphere. And lo make thi.s 
University atmosphere the poorer 
amusement offered hy the town must 
yeild before those made by the stu- 
dents. Prof. Matthews said he felt 
Dure that there were more good jokes 
made at the Library than at a thea- 
tre, and that more wit was shown al 
the Union than at the gayest vaude- 
ville. 

At Oxford each man has his rooms 
where congenial gatherings are held 
and a University spirit thus fostered . 
At MrOill, however, until there are 
dormitories (his will be greatly ham- 
pered in development . Hut there In 
the McGill Union where oliibs and so- 
cieties meet . Prof. Matthews thought 
that there should be morn ol them; 
clubs and that Hiey should preferab- 
ly be' smair InforlidH affairs. These 
which are more spontaneous and mer- 
ry, aid greatly in ' forming I ha l Uni- 
versity atmosphere which Is distinctly 
oj.ort from a si iidjotls atmosphere. 

The ideal of a University like Mc- 
Gill should be thai to form a commun- 
ity and not as one severing his con- 
nection at nightfall. And Hie man 
who 'Jiyed ;in • inn atmosphere such as 
this would derive benefits lor greater 
than he who merely ul tended lectures. 

The creating of such an Ideal and 
such an atmosphere should be work 
for Arts men In pui'liculur, 

Professor Matthews address was re 
ceived with great enthusiasm and a 1 1 - 
plans. 

Krrol Aiiiaruu said a few words at 
Hie end of tile meeting, giving espe- 
cial praise io the Ails fresh n l'en l'or 
deciding to dine their Sophomores ul 
the Union.
